Young Viviano was b welsed by_ three 
men and carried away in a “wagon 
when on his way from his home to 
St. Roch’s parochial school at Rose- 
dale and Delmar avenues. He was 
held until March 13, when he was 
found wandering on the street near 
Fourteenth and O' Fallon streets. On 
the preceding day Viviano had paid 
$5000 ransom. The original demand 
had been for 350,000. 

Frank Viviano, the kidnaped boy, 
took the stand shortly before noon. 
He wore a dark sack suit, brown 
shoes and stockings and a wrist 
watch. His jet blaek hair was care- 
fully combed and his brown eyes 
and expressive mouth showed he was 
keenly alive to the importance of 
bis testimony. 

Counsel for the defense objected 
that the boy was too young to ap- 
pear as a witness. Judge Rassieur 
questioned him with the idea of 
learning whether he realized the 
gravity of the occasion. The Judge’s 
final question was: “Do you know 
what will happen to you if you 
swear to a lie?’’ 

“I'll go to hell,” replied the boy. 

Frank then testified that on March 
1 last he was on his way to St. 
Roch's school and had “just passed 
the River des Peres“ when a man 
came from the fifth house from the 
corner. He did not further Ser 
the location ot this house:

LONDON, Oct. 18.—A list of con- 
tributions made public in econnec- 
tion with “Our day” collection in 
behalf of the British Red Cross 
which will be made today is led by 
a gift of $1,000,000 from the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. Of this amount 
$250,000 is for the relief and com- 
fort of the sick and wounded in the 
hospitals and casualty clearing sta- 
tions in the lines of commurica- 
tions where the British forces are 
fighting; $250,000 is for the main- 
tenance of military hospitals and 
convalescent homes in England, and 
$500,000 is for the institutions in 
Great Britain devoted to orthopedics, 
facial treatment and general restora- 
tive work for disabled British sol- 
diers.

“I was lying wounded in a shallow 
trench when I saw a German ap- 
proach an English lad who was lying 
on à parapet, severly hurt in the leg. 
He was unable to move, but the Ger- 
man deliberately bayoneted him 
through the body as he lay. 

“At that moment I notticed our 
Sergeant-Major, who was standing 
some yards away. I shall never forget 
his expression. He was convulsed 
with horror and loathing. He didn’t 
attempt to shoat or stab the German, 
but in a burst of ungovernable rage 
sprang at him like a bulldog. Before 
the German had time te realize what 
had happened, the Sergeant-Major 
had him by the throat and literally 
choked the life out of him. Then he 
flung the body away.” 


MISSOURI BOY THREE YEARS 
IN A GERMAN PRISON CAMP 


Father Drafted in France, Although 
Naturalized American; Child, 13, 
Shows Effect of Scanty Dict. 

AN ATLANTIC PORT, Oct. 18.— 
A 13-year-old boy, Lucier? Busiere. 
who had spent three years in a Ger- 
man prison camp, arrived here to- 
day on a British steamship on his 
way to his home near St. Louls. The 
Germans do not treat the French 
children-captives unkindly, he said. 
but there is not enough to eat and 
they are suffering for lack of food. 
Lucien showed the effects of having” 
lived on a curtailed diet. 

The boy is a’ son of Theophile 
Busiere, a Missouri farmer, who was 
born in France and is a naturalized 
American citizen’ Busiere was in 
France when the war began but 
could not prove his adopted citizen-: 
ship and was drafted into the French 
army. He left his son at Lille, where 
the Germans captured the boy. It 
was through the efforts of Ambassa- 
dor Sharp and the Red Cross that 
Busiere was discharged from the 
army and his son later was freed 
by the ‘Germans.

TORPEDOED; BUT 
REACHES PORT 


| One Man Killed and § Hurt In- 
cluding Gunner s Mate Who 
Enlisted in St. Louis. 


MEACER. DETAILS GIVEN 


Name of the Warship and Iden- 
tity of the Port of Refuge 
Is Withheld. 


WASHINGTON, Oct.  18.—The 
United States torpedo boat destroy- 
er which was torpedoed by a sub- 
marine in the war zone Tuesday 
managed to reach port in spite of 
severe damage. The Navy Depart- 
ment, in announcing the. accident 
last/evening, said one of the Amer- 
ican crew was killed and fives 
wounded, é 

Vice Admiral Sims cabled a brief 
report of the incident to the depart- 
ment. It is assumed there was no 
fight and that the U-boat escaped. 
In accordance with the policy of se- 
crecy,.the department did not di- 
vulge the name of the destroyef or 
the exact place of the encounter. 

Gunner's Mate Osmond Kelly In- 
gram was the man killed. He was 
blown overboard by the explosion 
and his body was not recovered, His 
mother, Mrs. Betty Ingram, lives at 
Pratt City, Ala. 

List of the Wounded. 


None of the wounded was serious- | 


ly hurt. They are: Herman H. 
Pancratz,.gunner’s mate, St. Louis, 
William E. Merritt, seaman, New 
York City; Frank W. Kruse, fire- 
man, Toledo; Patrick Rutledge, oil- 
er, New York City, and William Sei- 
mer, fireman, Dunda, Minn. 

This is the first time an American 
warship has been hit by the enemy 
since the war began. Destroyers 
convoying troops and merchantmen 
have engaged submarines and are 
believed to have accounted for some 
of them, and the ships patroling the 
European shipping lines undoubted- 
ly have had many an encounter of 
which nothing has been heard, but 
until Tuesday, none had been 
touched by a hostile shot. 

Naval gun crews on armed Ameri- 
can merchantmen have not been so 
fortunate. Many of them have had 
to abandon their charges and take 
to the boats, usually after an un- 
warned torpedo attack and one offi- 
cer and 13 men have lost their lives, 
while four men now are in German 
prison camps. 

In all the navy has lost one. officer 
and 16 men—the only men of Ameri- 
ca’s fighting forces actually killed in 
action. 

Lieut. Clarence C. Thomas, com- 
manding the gun crew of the tank 
steamer Vacuum, and four of his 
men were the first of the navy’s 
casualty list. In addition to the 
men lost on merchantmen and Gun- 
ners Mate Ingrgm, two naval fliers 
have lost their lives at the French 
front. 

Theory of Naval Officers. 

Naval officers. do not doubt that 
the torpedo destroyer was taken un- 
awares by the submarine and had 
no chance to bring her guns into 
play. They think it probable that 
the U-boat, cruising in search of 
merchant victims, stumbled upon 
the patroling destroyer and was for- 
tunate enough to get into position 
to launch a .torpedo and dive to 
safety without even showing more 
than her periscope. 

It is believed, too, that the de- 
stroyer must have been steaming 
slowly over her beat, for at top 
speed these craft present an almost 
unhfttabie target to the submarine.

JOBBERS ARE LIMITED 


Retailers Are Following Example 
With Restricted Quantities to 


Customers, 


Regulations of the Food Adminis- 
tration, as they affect the control of 
Sugar production and distribution, 
are being felt in St. Louis in a cur- 
tallment o fthe bulk supply to job- 
bers. Wholesale grocers have noti- 
fied retailers that only a limited sup- 
ply will be apportioned to them from 
day to day, as it is being apportioned 
by the Government to this city. 

Many retailers have notified their 
customers that sugar henceforth will 
be sold only in limited quantities, anc 
many grocers placed a limit of 
cents on daily purchases. 2 

There is no danger of a shortag 
wholesalers say. as the Governm * 
will keep a day supply in ; 
laying in a supply at one ume for 
the winter. 

Stocks of sugar in all the whole- 
sale houses are virtually depleted, 
but this is no occasion for alram, it 
was said at the Krenning-Schlapp 
Grocer Co., as it was the intention 
of the Food Administration measure 
to prevent accumulation of great 
stocks. Most of the sugar appor- 
tioned to St. Louis comes through 
the Government distributing station 
at Chicago, but several jobbers are 
obtaining supplies direct from the re- 
ners on order of the Food Admin- 
istration.

SURETY FOR LIQUOR TAXES 


Saloon Men May Deposit Certificates 
With Collectors to Guarantee 
Payment to Government. 

The Treasury Department has no- 
tified Collector of Internal Revenue 
Moore that the department will ac- 
cept Liberty Bonds in lieu of surety 
bonds to guarantee the payment of 
the increased tax on liquors recently 
imposed in the war tax bill. . By this 
ruling saloonmen who have pur- 
chased Liberty Bonds may escape 
paying commissions to surety com- 
panies if they have purchased suffi- 
cient bonds to cover the amount of 
surety necessary to cover the in- 
creased tax. 

The tax must be paid within 30 
days, but provision is given for six 
additional months if bond is given.

RACE RIOTS DELAYED 
TRAFFIC, SAYS WITNESS 


100,000 Tons a Month Was In- 
terrupted, Is Testimony at 
Congressional Hearing. 


| 


Philip W. Coyle of Alton, traffic 
commissioner of the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce, was the first wit- 
ness today at the opening session of 
the Congressional Committee’s inves- 
tigation of the East St. Louis race 
riots in May and July. He testified 
as to the interruption of traffic be- 
cause of the riots. 

The hearing is being held in the 
Federal courtroom in the Metropoli- 
ton Building in East St. Louis. The 
committee,.of which ~- Congressman 
Ben Johnson of Kentucky is chair- 
man, again announced its investiga- 
tion was limited to an inquiry into 
the question of whether interstate 
commerce was interfered with by the 
riots. . 

Coyle testified that the interrup- 
tion of tonnage into and out of St. 
Louis through East St. Louis, be- 
tween the latter part of March, when 
the first riot occurred, and July 14, 
When the riots were suppressed, 
amounted to 100,000 tons per month. 
He said the greatest interruption 
was between July 2 and July 10, and 
while early in his testimony, he did 
not estimate the tonnage interrupted 
between those dates, he told report- 
ers, before going on the witness 
stand, that it was between 35,000 
and 40,000 tons. 

He gave the amount of tonnage 
passing through St. Louis last year 
as 65.000,000 tons, of which .38.009,- 
00 tons came into the city and 27, 
000,000 tons were sent out. 

The committee has requested that 
persons having information of value 
to the committee appear voluntarily

“I was one 
of those arrested in Washington 
while picketing the White House. I 
was taken into custody on July 4 be- 
cause I obstructed traffic by carry- 
ing a banner with the excerpt from 
the Declaration of Independence, 
which says: ‘Governments derive 
their just power from the consent of 
the governed.’

| The plan involves a determination 
by the Government of what industries 
are the most valuable. This is giving 
officials considerable difficulty.

It is understood the entire program

which may now be delayed. 

Committee Is at Work. 

A committee of officers in the 
Provost Marshal-General’s office is 
working on technicalities of the plan. 
The committee also is in communi- 
cation with civilian draft board mem- 
bers who have given special study to 
the imperfections and inequalities of 
the first draft operation. 

The proposed plan would meet 
President Wilson’s objection to class 
exemptions. On the other hand, it is 
certain, it would successfully prevent 
the drawing of men into the army 
who are needed more in the indus- 
tries or in agriculture, and would 
avoid mistakes of Great Britain early 
in the war when coal mines and war 
industries were depleted of skilled 
workers for the sake of swelling the 
first expeditionary force. It also 
would give each man a more or less 
definite place in the llability draft 
and set his mind at rest as to when he 
might be summoned. 

The scheme contemplates imme- 
diate examination of all men regis- 
tered, but this course depends on an 
application which cannot be obtained 
— Congress convenes in Decem-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The 
Treasury Department today has un- 
der way a stern campaign of re- 
pression against the enemy agents 
guilty of attempts to incite popular 
feeling against the Liberty Loan. 
The action is based on reports for- 
warded to officials here. In some 
parts of the Middle West efforts to 
disparage subscriptions to the loan 
have been especially noticeable. Sur- 
reptitious activities of the seditious 
individuals, it is said, have extended 
even to the national capital. 

Charges of propagandists that the 
men of the national army bitterly 
opposed the war were amply refuted 
by an announcement that army sub- 
scriptions already total $26, 000,000. 

Pro-German depositors of banks 


by removing their accounts. Certain 
publications, it is claimed, have 
printed editorials unsympathetic to 
the loan, and many cases have been 
reported where property owners ar- 
bitrarily have refused to permit 
campaign posters to be placed on 
their property. 

Official recognition of the propa- 
ganda against the loan was voiced 
yesterday by Col. Herbert M. Lord. 
representing the War Department at 
the war risk insurance conference at 
which the details of the new soldiers’ 
and sailors’ insurance law are being 
explained to officers and enlisted 
men from the various cantonments. 

Tells of Organized Effort. 

“There has been an organized ef- 
fort,” said Col. Lord, who was chair- 
man of the meeting, “to discourage 
and defeat the loan.” This effort, he 
added, had been made “by seeking to 
misrepresent the patriotism of the 
new national army.” 

An official account of the proceed- 
ings of the conference, which was be- 
hind closed doors, issued by the 
Treasury Department, reads as fol- 
lows: 

In convincing refutation of the 
slander, which was to the effect that 
the men of the new national army 
opposed the war, Col. Lord an- 
nounced that subscriptions from the 
army for the loan already aggre- 
gated $26,000,000, and that some of 
the subscriptions were written in 
foreign languages. 

“The announcement caused great 
enthusiasm among the delegates 
from the army and nayy, marine 
corps and coast guard, 600 of whom 
swarmed up to the platform follow- 
ing the address and signed war in- 
surance applications, all of which, 
except 40, were for the maximum ~-” 
$10,000. 

Attempts to discourage buyers by 
the personal plea method have been 
confined mostly to the East.

These depositors, he added, had 
taken their accounts to two rival 
banks on the understanding that 
those banks would not aid the secg 
ond Liberty loan.

Many i bt felt the pressure 
of German influence in this propa- 
ganda, reports indicate. So pro- 
nounced was the movement that the 
states.of Minnesota, North and South 
Dakota and Montana decided to 
withdraw State funds from any bank 
which did not support the loan. 

In Missouri and Oklahoma, the 
pro-German element is said to have 
applied pressure on bank directors 
and officers to induce them to re- 
tram from participating in the flo- 
tation of the second loan. This move- 
ment, however, proved to be a boom- 
erang, it is said. The banks 
turned a deaf ear to these 
ropresentations and subscriptions 
are now reported to be in- 
creasing heavily in that section. A 
check is kept by the Treasury on all 
newspaper editorials and articles re- 
ferring to the tone not only in pub- 
lications printed in English but in 
the foreign language press as well. 

Several such publications, it is as- 
serted, have been printing editorials 
and articles of a tone apparently 


studied to produce impressions un- 


favorable to the loan. 

The fourth phase of opposition— 
attempts to prevent the posting of 
Liberty loan posters and placards in 
advantageous places—has been car- 
ried on in many places, notably 
Washington. Efforts to secure per- 
mission to hang placards in the win- 
dows of empty shops here have in 
many instances met with refusal. In 
other instances, posters have been 
torn down. In nearly every case in- 
vestigated, it was found, it is re- 
ported that the person refusing per- 
mission also was entirely out of sym-

CHAUFFEUR FREED FROM 
BOND HAS DISAPPEARED

Departed When Judge Kruger 
Terminated Bail Before Assault 


Information Was Issued. 


Investigation of a complaint made 


to the Post-Dispatch by Francis 
Saler of 4815 South Broadway, to- 
day revealed that Peter Mamer, a 
chauffeur of 2323 Franklin avenue 
has been a fugitive from justice since 
Aug. 2, when an information was 
issued charging him with an attempt 
to assault Saler's wife. 

Mamer is free by reason of the 
fact that his $800 common-law bond 
was terminated in Judge Kruger’s 
division of the Court of Criminal 
Correction Aug. 1. He is alleged to 
have gone to Detroit, thinking there 
was no criminal charge against him. 

The offense was alleged to have 
been committeed July 13. Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Feehan took up the 
ease, but before concluding the in- 
vestigation he went on his vacation, 
while Mamer was under bond to ap- 
pear in Judge Kruger's court Aug. 1. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Connor, 
about the same time, returned from 
his vacation and took up the inves- 
tigation where Feehan had left off. 

Neither Feehan nor Connor today 
could explain how Mamer came to be 
freed from his bond. Feehand said he 
could not remember leaving a memo- 
randum for Connor directing that 
this should be done, and Connor says 
he cannot remember ordering it done, 
though the notation on the bond by 
the court clerk says it was done at 
the instance of “William S. C.“ These 
are Connor’s first name and initials. 
Circuit Attorney McDaniel today 
stated he would make every effort to 
bring Mamer back and have him 
tried. He will endeavor to verify the 
report that Mamer went to Detroit. 


GERMAN WEEKLY FOOD RATION 
BELOW HEALTH REQUIREMENTS 


Caloric Value Less Than Half the 
Amount Required, Food Admin- 
istration Estimates. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Recent- 
ly obtained figures on the German 
weekly food ration were made public 
by the food administration today 
with the observation that it is far 
below the amount required to main- 
tain bodily health and vigor, and is 
likely to have serious and permanent 
results. 

Computed in terms of Americar. 
housekeeping, the weekly ration 
amounts approximately to four an! 
a half pounds of bread, a half-peck 
of potatoes, a cupful of beans, peas 
or oatmeal; a half-pound of meat, 12 
cubes of sugar, six individnal patties 
of butter and an equal amount of 
other fats. 

The caloric value of these foods in 
the aggregate is less than half the 
amount estimated by the food ad- 
ministration as sufficient for a per- 
don in a sedentary occupation. 


100 DEVELOPMENT TO COST 
MILLION IN 10 YEARS, PLANNED 


Landscape Architect Shbmits Draw- 
ings to Board for Future Con- 
struction at Forest Park. 

Plans for the gradual development 
of the grounds and buildings of the 
zoological garden in Forest Park at 
an expenditure of about $1,000,000 in 
the next 10 years, were considered by 
the Zoological Board yesterday. 
Harry C. Muskopf, a landscape archi- 
tect, prepared the plans for the 
board. 

In addition to buildings and pools 
already under construction, Mus- 
kopf’s scheme contemplates a flying 
cage for tropical birds, a “monkey 
mountain” surrounded by a lagoon, 
a large bear pit and new paddocks. 
The plan groups the buildings to be 
erected during the next 10 years. 

The board visited Forest Park yes- 
terday to study Muskop’s sugges- 
tions and approved most of them. 
The new sea lion tank, which is to 
be the center of the “aquatic group” 
near the new lakes, will be opened, 
probably next Sunday.

PEACE un; 


Secretary Tells of Different 
World of Trade Which Nations 
Will Find. 


HARD TASK FOR GERMANY 


Commerce Rested Have 
Passed Away. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—What a 
different world of trade this will be 
after the war was pictured to the 
Southern Commercial Congress here 
by Secretary Redfield, in an address 
telling of the cutting of the threads 

of Germany's foreign commerce by 
her own act, and of the awakening 


of America and her allies to the dan- 
ger of having their industries de- 
pendent upon foreign and possibly 
unfriendly sources of supply. 

“When peace shall come and her 

merchants take up the task of re- 
3 Germanys ruined commerce 
they will find that it is a strange 

world which they gbek to re-enter,” 
said the Secretary. “There will be 
difficulties in the path of future 
peaceful penetration of which they 
seem not to dream. Commercial 
frightfulness, like its mflitary name- 
sake, will have passed away. 
End of Dye Monopoly. 

I will hardly be said again to any 
Secretary of Commerce of the United 
States of the German dyestuff verein 
will not ‘permit’ the establishment 
of an American dyestuff industry. 
The monopolies on which German 
foreign commerce in large part 
seemed to rest secure have passed 
away. Our friends beyond the sea 
and we ourselves have learned the 
danger of having our industries whol- 
ly dependent on foreign sources of 
supply which may become unfriend- 


y. 

“It is pitiful to read extracts from 
ithe German press which seem to 
show that they expect to take up the 
task of rebuilding their commerce 
where they laid it down. They reck- 
on the world’s demand for potash as 
a purely German asset. It was 80, 
but it is so no longer. They were the 
world’s source for dyestuffs. The 
opportunity has gone. It was they to 
whom the world looked for optical 
glass. We do not look there now. 
They were the source of supply of 
the chemical porcelain. We make it 
today as well as they do. 

J need not tell you of the com- 
mercial value of what we call ‘good 
will’ or point out the advantage of 
doing business as ‘a going concern.’ 
The great markets of the world have 
been and are té be found among the 
nations who have parted company 
with Germany in the present strug- 
gle. Her past markets have been 
found among them. The peoples of 
these lands are not likely by one 
common impulse to turn quickly to 
Germany for a renewal of the com- 
mercial intercourse which was bro- 
ken by her act. 

A Difficult Task. 

“It must be renewed under circum- 
stances of peculiar hardship. As it 
will be a strange world upon which 
the German will look when the war 
shall close, so let me add it will be in 
a large measure a strange world 
which the American merchant will 
look out at-the same time. ‘'When 
embargoes are over and trading with 
the enemy acts shall have ceased to 
trouble, we also shall see things dif- 
ferently. The novelty on our part 
will not arise from separation but the 
reverse. We have gained and are 
gaining’ a better understanding of the 
world we live in. Scales of provin- 
Clalism have fallen from our eyes. 

“When our sons have fought and 
died together with those of Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Russia and 
our other honored friends, things! 
cannot be as they were before that 
happened, Each knows the other bet- 
ter than he did. Old lines of separa- 
tion hav gone. Our vision is enlarged. 
Applied to commerce this means that 
we understand other peoples and 
their needs better and know beiter 
what we may do to supply them. Our 
men with vosion are reaching out 
into all the lands. We are in the 
family whether we will or no, and 
in my earnest belief we shall draw 
richly from the family intercourse. 

2 Nations Are Preparing. 

“If we were those who look upon 
the peaceful contests of commerce 
a8 economic war, we should hardly 
feel we could speak with freedom in 
this presence of the coming days 
wher normal commercial intercourse 
throughout the world shall replace 
present restricted conditions, for we 
recognize as a matter of course as 
an opportunity and a duty they are 
now slow to see and upon which thuy 
rightly act, that the nations associa-- 
ed with us in this war arepreparing 
for their proper share of the world’.

“Believing as we do, however, that 
commerce is not war, but mutual in- 
tercourse to mutual gain,. we look 
without fear and with strong ap- 
proval upon every effort of our 
friends to renew commercial and in- 
Custrial activities in the happi-r 
Gays that are coming.”

LEADERS ADVISE 
Linus NERS 
TO END STRIKE 


Telegrams Received as Fuel Ad- 
ministrator and Workers’ 
President Renew Conference. | 


NO PRICE CONCESSIONS 


Garfield Declares Attempt to 
Force Revision Now Will 
Be Unsuccessful. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Fuel 
Administrator Garfield, John P. 
White, president of the United Mine 
Workers of ..merica, coal operators 
and others conferred: again today 
over the strike situation in Illinois. 
Telegrams were received from labor 
union officials in the Illinois field, 
announcing that they were advising 
the strikers to return to work and 
endeavoring to bring about an ad- 
justment. 

The Fuel Administration yesterday 
warned coal operators and .miners 
that interference with nation’s pro- 
auction at this time would not be 
tolerated. Although Administrator 


Garfield did not detail the steps to 
te taken to terminate the industrial 
unrest, it is generally known that 
Congress has empowered the Pres- 
ident to take over and operate the 
mines if he considers it necessary. 
Before announcing any course of 
action, if the situation should become 
more serious, Garfield .will confer 
with President Wilson. 
Following a conference with John 
P. White, president of the United 
Mine Workers of America, regarding 
the uneettled labor situation in the 
Central District, Garfield telegraphed 
a peremptory reminder to both pro- 
ducers and workers of their pledge 
not to permit a diminution of the 
output. Any effort at this time, he 
said, to force an upward revision of 
prices would lead to a postponement 
ef decision on that point. 

Text of Message. 
Dr. Garfield’s message to miners 
and operators in Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio was as follows: 
“American citizens engaged in the 
mining of coal, whether operators 
or miners, are, for the most part, 
mindful of the fact that our country 
is at war, and that the burden rests 
upon them to produce the coal need- 
ed without interruption. But there 
are evidently some who fail to un- 
derstand the gravity of the situation 
and who don’t hesitate to advocate 
strikes at the present time, -as a 
means of forcing the Government to, 
at once, decide whether the’ wage 
increase agreed to at the meetings 
recently held in Washington by ‘the 
operators and miners of the central 
district should justly be covered b 
an advance in the prices fixéd by th 
President, 

“The matter has been submitted 
to me and all concerned are expect 
ed to co-operate. I am giving, im- 
mediate and close attention to the 
question and hope to reach a deci- 
sion at an early date. The only cir- 
cumstance within my control which 
will delay that decision will be the 
violation of the spirit of ‘the ar- 
rangement between the operators 
and miners, which was that under no 
circumstances should the production 
of coal in the United States, at the 
present time, be allowed to dimin- 
ish. If either the operators or the 
miners attempt to bring pressure 
upon me to reach a decision I shall 
postpone it and use whatever pow- 
ers are necessary to compel the pro- 
duction of coal to meet the country's 
needs.“ 

Want Increased Wages Now. 

Fuel administration officials say 
the men now striking want the in- 
creased wages to take effect immedi- 
ately instead of at the next pay pe- 
riod, about Nov. 1. Dr. Garfield said 
the fuel administration and the rali- 
roads are working energetically on 
the problem of getting more cars to 
the mines, and that there is every 
hope that the coal shortage gradu- 
ally will be remedied. He said that 
whether the increased demand for 
coal will be met by an increase of 
supply will depend upon dar supply, 
the energy and patriotism. of the 
miners, coal operators and laborers 
and also upon the loyal recognition 
by every citizen that he is responsi- 
ble for conservation and limitation 
in the use of coal to the utmost pos- 
sible extent. 

“Our production,” he said, “has 
shown a steady increase over last 
year’s figures, so that the total of 
bituminous coal mined in 1917 will 
be about 50,000,000 tons greater than 
in- 1916, and increased production ot 
anthracite coal will show an even 
higher percentage. 

“Complaints have been received 
from some mines that the increase 
in wages of miners has resulted in «4 
falling off of production. It is 
charged that miners will quit work 
when they have earned a certain 
amount of money, during the week, 
and thus the higher wages shorten 
the working time. In most cases 
where investigations have beer. 
made, however, it is shown that the 
short time has resulted much more 
from the shortage of cars than from 
the unwillingness of men to put in 
full hours. 

“It is the opinion of the fuel ad- 
ministration that if all the people 
will show the same patriotism in the 
use of coal which the miners and 
mine operators are showing in its 
production, there will be enough coal 
this year for all war purposes anc 
still leave all that is necessary for 
domestic industries and for keeping 
the people warm.”

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PUTTING THE RIVER TO WORK. 
The significant thing in the celebration of the 
first voyage of the Government fleet of barges 
carrying coal and iron ore between St. Louis and 
St. Paul is the proof of the Government’s recog- 
nition of the value of the Mississippi River as a 
traffic highway. 

The announcement that the Government will 
build 24 barges and four steamboats for this traf- 
fic clinches the demonstration of the river’s rec- 
ognized usefulness. | 

Two obstacles have stood in the way of the real 
revival of river traffic. One has been the apathy 
of the Government, which grudgingly doled out 
insufficient appropriations for thorough and com- 
prehensive channel improvements and for up-to- 
date regulation; the other has been the apathy of 
business men who had been hypnotized and bull- 
dozed by the railroads. 

For years a few newspapers and a few men have 
urged Congress to adopt a comprehensive im- 
provement plan and have tried to awaken the 
business men of the valley to a realization of the 
tremendous potential value of the Mississippi as 
a carrier of freight and a railroad rate regulator. 

elt has been manifest for years that the rail- 
roads are unequal to the task of transporting the 
vast aggregate of Mississippi Valley raw mate- 
rials and manufactured products to market. Iron 
ore, coal, grain and other bulk freights have ex- 
ceeded in volume the capacity of the railroads. 
Perishable freight has rotted at railroad stations 
or in the fields. 

The demonstration of the lake traffic fell flat 
under sinister influences working against river, 
traffic—the railroads to save their rates and 
other sections of the country to hold their advan- 
tages in rates and manufactures. 

The war has exposed the blunders of the past 
and has demonstrated not only the value, but the 
necessity of the use of the river. The necessity 
of conserving food and fuel and of moving it 
promptly and cheaply to market; the necessity 
of increasing the output of iron and steel have 
opened the eyes of both Government and people. 
The awakening is late, but better late than never. 

St. Louis is the key to the revival of river traf- 
fic. The fatlure of St. Louis capitalists and busi- 
ness men to put the river to work has held other 
communities back. Vigorous leadership on the 
part of St. Louis business men could have put 
the river to work at any time within the past 10 
years. It can do it now without Government 
backing in boat building. 

Government backing is welcome, however, as a 
demonstrating wedge. The work of the Govern- 
ment barges should be the beginning of a prac- 
tical movement to utilize the river to the utmost, 
through deeper channels, improved boats and 
modern terminals. 

The value of economical and efficient trans- 
portation on the rivers of the valley cannot be 
estimated. It would mean millions of gain in 
profitable production and trade to the valley as 
a whole. St. Louis and other river cities would 
~rofit enormously. 
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WHY WE MUST BUY BONDS. 

St. Louis, of all the cities in the United States, 
must make good on its Liberty Bond allotment 
or go down on the records as a callous community 
that thinks a lot more of its dollars than of its 
young manhood.

Admiral Mayo's intimation that the stage is 
set for a great German naval operation has occa- 
sioned little surprise among the critics of military 
affairs. It is possible that reported activity at 
the German bases was only the precursor to the 
present offensive at the mouth of the Gulf of 
Finland, but there seems to be every reason why 
it cannot stop there. 

can scarcely be gainsaid that even the most 
optimistic of those who have put their faith upon 
the submarine activity to end the war have given 
up hope that it can do so for at least another year. 
By that time America will have added enough 
strength to the allied arms to insure a military 
victory in the west. It would seem that Germany 
is forced to hazard a terrific blow at sea as the 
only means by which there is a chance to prevent 
certain defeat.

Germany's 
failure in the supreme effort to obtain control of 
the seas has as its alternative a land struggle 
against a stronger and better military. alliance 
than it has ever faced, 

The success of the present maneuvers against 
Russia will powerfully stimulate flagging morale 
in Germany, particularly so soon after disclos- 
ures of the recent mutiny.

a THE COAL COMBINE’S DRIVE. 
When it comes to “scraps of paper,” Germany 
has nothing on the coal miners of Illinois. They 
are kept so busy tearing up contracts and repudi- 
ating solemn agreéments that they have no time 
to dig the coal which their country needs, 
A year ago last April the miners entered mto 
a new joint agreement with the operators, under 
which the diggers received an advance of 3 cents 
a ton and the wages of the day men were ad- 
vanced about 51-2 per cent. That agreement 
was to be in force for two years. 
But last April the miners, notwithstanding that 
they were bolnd by the agreement, took advan- 
tage of war conditions, tore up the scrap of paper 
and demanded and obtained an advance of 10 
cents a ton for the diggers and 20 per cent for the 
day men. Another agreement was signed, to be in 
force for one year. 
After that prices soared, and when the miners 
saw how the operators were gouging the public 
they concluded that they wanted to get in the 
gouging game, too. To be sure, they were bound 
by an agreement, but they had treated one agree. 
ment as a scrap of paper and had got by with it 
and why not again! So they began clamoring 
for another increase. 
The Government finally got in motion and 
stopped the operators’ gouging, partly, at least, 
but the miners were hot on the scent of bigger 
wages and they kept going, trampling their agree- 
ment in the excitement of the chase. 
The operators and the miners’ officials had a 
peace parley at Washington and the operators 
said they would give the diggers another 10 per 
cent increase and the day men an additional $1.40 
a day, provided the Government would let them 
increase their coal prices accordingly and collect 
the 10 per cent and the $1.40 from the consumers. 
This agreement—No. 3—was hardly arranged 
with Government approval when the miners start- 
ed another strike. 
That there is a coal combine there is no doubt, 
and it has been charged that the combine em- 
braces both operators and miners. The miners 
edge up wages or threaten production at oppor- 
tune times for increased prices. The present time 
is opportune for a combined drive against Gov- 
ernment regulation of prices and the public. The 
fact that the operators will ask an advance to 
cover all the wage advances points to the com- 
bine purpose. 
Probably the shortest cut to decent coal prices 
is Government control of the mines. There doesn't 
seem to be any other way to bring operators and 
miners to reason. 
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IOWA’S VOICE ON PROHIBITION. 

It may be that with distilling stopped during 
the period of the war and their chance for profit 
reduced by high taxation and almost prohibitive 
selling prices, the liquor interests of Iowa thought 
it hardly worth while to fight the prohibition 
amendment with vigor.

According to a scrap- 
book of clippings kept in the Hirsch- 
berg company archives, the Post- 
Dispatch at the time hailed Mrs. 
Getz as the “Dred Scott of the move- 
ment of women’s emancipation.” 
And later when the decision in her 
favor was disposed of, an editorial in 
this paper commented in connection, 
“the gaunt specter of medieval bigo- 
try has vanished. There was no room 
for it in these days of bicycles and 
senior lady wranglers.” 

Mrs. Potter Palmer wrote an open 
letter commending her friend, Mr. 
Hirschberg, upon his stand in behalf 
of the cause of woman. Lillian Rus- 
sell, coming in from a ride on her 
“wheel,” was interviewed and ex- 
pressed advanced opinions on the 
subject. Women's clubs and leaders 
of the Women’s Rights movement 
and W. C. T. U. occupied columns of 
the press, not only in St. Louis, but 
ir Chicago, New York and all over 
the country, discussing the case. A 
London journal cabled for her pic- 
ture. A letter addressed to St. Louis’ 
Most Famous Woman” was promptly 
delivered and found to be intended 
for her. The country-wide debate 
finally resolved itself into the ques- 
tion, usually captioned, “Shall Mrs. 
Getz and her children be allowed to 
live?“ 

And this is what it was all about: 

A clause in the contract of Eli B. 
Getz, 3 valued member of the 
Hirschberg agency, required that in 
the event of his death his widow be 
allowed to continue his business. Ac- 
cordingly, when bereft of her hus- 
band, Mrs. Getz came downtown to 
assume active charge of his desk, at- 
tend to renewals and solieſt new bus- 
iness. She was an attractive, black- 
eyed little woman, chic and under 30, 
with a widow's added proverbial fas- 
cination. As & second class agent 
she began to do exceedingly well. So 
well that the firm wanted her made 
a first class registered member of 
the Board of Underwriters. 

HE agency submitted her appli- 
cation and after much polite 
hemming and hawing it was refused. 
There was one precedent in a wom- 
an agent, yes, but there should never 
be another one. A secret contro- 
versy, lasting a year, ensued. The 
record in correspondence, now pre- 
served in the form of a brochure, 
ought to have an honored place in 
the documentary annals 6f woman's 
proeress. Some of Mr. Hirschberg's 
utterances in his appeals to the 
board should enshrine him as a pio- 
neer champion of woman's economic 
advancement. 

The upshot of the matter was that 
the Hirschberg company, because 
they refused to break their contract 
with the widow, was expelled from 
the Underwriters’ Association. At 
this point the story became public. 
The immediate result was that with 
the advertising accruing, the “little 
black-eyed widow" was swamped 
with business.
